She saw nothing, but being much alarm- 
ed, endeavoured to compose me, and sent 
for the physician. The figure remained 
some seven or eight minutes, and at length 
[ beceme a little more calm; and as I 
was extremely exhausted, I soon after- 
wards fell into a troubled kind of slumber, 
which lasted for halfan hour. The vision 
was ascribed to the great agitation of 
mind in w hich I had been, and it was 
supposed I should have nething more to 
apprehead from that cause; but the vio- 
Jent affection having put my nerves into 
some unnatural state, from this arose fur- 
ther consequences, Which require a more 
d.tailed description. 


“Inthe afternoon, a little after four 
o'clock, the figure which I had seen in the 
morning, again appeared.

did not diminish, but on the contrary, ra- 
ther increased in number, and were trans- 
formed in the most extraordinary man- 
ner. 


“ After I had recovered from the first 
impression of terror, | never felt myseii 
pa larly agitated by these apparitions, 
as I considered thém to be what they 
really were, the extraordinary consequen- 
ces of indisposition; on the contrary, | 
endeavoured, as much as possible, to pre- 
serve My composure of mind, that I might 
remain distinctly conscious of what passed 
within me. 1 observed these phantoms 
with great accuracy, and very often re- 
flecced on my previous thoughts, with a 
view to discover some law in the associ- 
ation of ideas, by which exzctly these or 
other figures might p themselves 
to the imagination. Sometimes I thought 
I had mide a discovery, especialiy in the 
latter period of my visions ; but on the 
whole, I could trace no connection with 
the various figures thatthus ared and 
disappeared to my sight, ha her with 
my state of mind, or with my employ- 
ment, and the other thoughts which en-

When 
these apparitions had continued some 
weeks, and [ could regard them: with the 
greatest composure, | afterwards endea- 
voured, at my own pleasure, to call forth 
phantoms of several acquaintane:, whom 
i for that reason represented to my ima- 
gination in the most lively manner, but in 
vain. For however accurately 1 pictured 
to my mind the figures of such persons, 
1 never once could succeed in my desire 
of seeing them externadly ; though 1 had 
some short time before seen them as 
phantoms, and they Lad perhaps afier- 
wards unexpectedly presented themselves 
to me 1 the same manner. The phen- 
tasms appeared to me in every case in- 
veluntarily,as ifthey had been presented 
externally, like the phenomena in Rature, 
though they certainly had their origin in- 
ternaily ; and at the same time I was al- 
ways able to distinguish with the greatest 
precision, phantasms from phenomena. 
Indeed, I never once efred in this, as I 
was in general perfectly calm and sclf- 
collected on the occasion. I knew ex- 
tremely well when it only appeared to 
me that the door was opened, and a phan-

They did 
hot always continue present; they fre- 
quently left me altogether, and, again ap- 
peared for a shorter or longer space of 
time, singly or mors at once ; but in ge- 
neral, several eppeared together. For 


‘the most part lL saw human figures of 


both sexes ; they commonly passed to and 


_fro,as if they had no connexion with 


each other, like people at a fair, where 
all is bustle ; sometimes they appeared 
to have busines with one another. Once 
or twice I saw amongst them persons on 
horseback, and dogs and birds; these 
figures all appeared to me in their natu- 
ral size, as distinctly as if they had existed 
in real life, with the several tints on the 
uncovered parts of the body, and with ail 
the different kinds of colours of clothes. 
But i think, however, that the colours 
were somewhat fa/er than they are if 
nature. 


“None of the figures. had any distin- | 


guishing characteristic; they were nei- 
ther terrible, ludicrous, nor repulsive ;

“ On the whole, the longer I continue: 
in this state, the more did the nuwber of 
phantasms increase, and the apparitions 
became more frequent.
